It lets you be the “star” 
as you sing along with your favorite recordings on a CD, or 
a CDG (a compact disc with a graphic track), and hear your 
voice with the music through the powerful built-in speaker. 
Your karaoke system’s CDG capability lets you connect the 
karaoke system to a TV or monitor and read the lyrics of 
your favorite tunes as they scroll by in front of a still video 
graphic, such as a picture or drawing related to the music. 
Your karaoke system can also be used as a small PA 
system for speaking at parties or other gatherings. 
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IMPORTANT SAFETY INSTRUCTIONS 

Careful attention is devoted to quality standards in the manufacture of your karaoke, and safety is a 
major factor in its design. However, safety is also your responsibility. This section lists important 
information that will help you properly use and enjoy your karaoke and accessories. Read all the 
included safety and operating instructions before using your karaoke. Follow them closely, and retain 
them for future reference. 

Heed Warnings — Follow all warnings on the product and in the operating instructions. 

Cleaning — Unplug this product from the wall outlet before cleaning. Use only a damp cloth for 
cleaning. Do not use liquid or aerosol cleaners. 

Attachments — Do not use attachments/accessories not recommended by the product manufacturer, 
as they might create a hazard. 

Water and Moisture — Do not use this product near water (for example, near a bathtub, washbowl, 
kitchen sink, or laundry tub; in a wet basement; or near a swimming pool). 

Accessories — Do not place this product on an unstable cart, stand, tripod, bracket, or table. The 
product may fall, causing serious injury to a child or adult, and serious damage to the product.

Connecting Microphones 

The system has two microphone jacks so you can use the 
supplied microphone to sing along to your favorite 
recordings, and connect an additional microphone (not 
supplied) for duets, or lead and background vocals. 

For the best performance, the additional microphone should 
be a unidirectional 600-ohm dynamic microphone with a 
V4inch (6.35-mm) plug and an ON/OFF switch. 

Before you connect a microphone, always set MIC VOLUME 
to MIN. 


If you are connecting only one microphone, plug It into 
MIC 1. If you are adding a second microphone, plug It Into 

MIC 2. 


Connecting an External Audio 
Component 

You can broadcast the karaoke system’s sound through an 
external audio component such as a PA system amplifier. 
Connect the external audio component’s audio input jacks 
to the karaoke system’s AUX OUT R and L jacks.

Turning the System On/Off 

To turn on the system, press POWER. The POWER LED 
lights. 

To turn off the system, press POWER. The POWER LED 
turns off. 

Adjusting the Sound 

MASTER VOLUME — To control the volume from the 
system’s speaker, rotate MASTER VOLUME toward MIN or 

MAX. 

AUTO VOICE (Automatic Voice Control) — To replace the 
volume of the prerecorded singer’s voice, adjust the 

AUTO VOICE between MIN and MAX. 

ECHO — To add an echo effect to your voice while you sing, 
adjust ECHO between MIN and MAX for the desired effect. 

MIC VOLUME — To adjust volume of MIC 1 and MIC 2 while 
you are singing, rotate MIC VOLUME between MIN and MAX. 

LOUDNESS — To add or remove an extended bass and 
treble effect, slide LOUDNESS to ON or OFF. 

PLAYING A CD/CDG 

1 . Press POWER to turn on the system. The POWER 
indicator lights. 

2. Press OPEN/CLOSE on the top of the unit to open the 
CD/CDG door.\J 

3. Place a CD/CDG in the compartment tray over the 
center hub, with the label facing up.\J 

4. Press OPEN/CLOSE again to close the CD/CDG 
compartment. The total number of tracks and total 
playing time appear. \J 

5. Press PLAY/PAUSE. The CD/CDG begins to play from 
track 1 , and the track’s elapsed playing time appears. 

The system automatically stops play at the end of the CD/ 
CDG’s last track. To stop it sooner, press STOP.

Skipping Tracks 

While the disc is stopped, you can skip up or down to select 
a specific track by pressing SKIP/SEARCH or To play 
the selected track, press PLAY/PAUSE. 

While a CD/CDG is playing, press SKIP/SEARCH once to 
skip back to the beginning of the current track. Repeatedly 
press SKIP/SEARCH to search backward to the beginning 
of the desired track. Repeatedly press SKIP/SEARCH to 
search forward to the beginning of the desired track. 

Search Play (CD ONLY) 

Hold down SKIP/SEARCH I** or ►►'to search rapidly forward 
or backward during play. The CD plays rapidly and you can 
hear the sound at a high speed. To return to normal play, 
release SKIP/SEARCH or ►«. 

Programmed Play 

You can program the CD/CDG player to play up to 20 tracks 
in any order you choose, and you can program the same 
track to play more than once. 

1 . Press STOP. The system displays the total number of 
tracks and the total playing time. 

2. Press PROGRAM. fTIEfTIORY appears at the top of the 
display, along with the track number. Pr P:01 appears in 
the display. P:01 represents the pesition number you 
program med.\J 

3. Press SKIP/SEARCH or ►►'to select the desired track. 
The track number appears. 

4. Press PROGRAM to store the selected track. 

5. Repeat steps 3 and 4 to program up to 20 tracks. O' 

6. Press PLAY/PAUSE to play the programmed tracks. The 
first track number appears en the display with the 
elapsed time of the track in play. 

Pregrammed play autematically stops at the end of the 
last programmed track. To stop the CD/CDG’s sooner, 
press STOP. 

To review the pregrammed sequence, while play is stopped, 
repeatedly press PROGRAM. 

To replace a programmed track, press PROGRAM until the 
position number of the track you want to replace appears. 
Then repeat steps 3 and 4 to select and store the new track. 




To erase a programmed sequence during programming, 
press STOP. fTIEfnORY disappears. 

To erase a programmed sequence after programming, 
press PROGRAM. Then press STOP. mEfTIORY disappears. 

To erase a programmed sequence at any time, press OPEN/ 
CLOSE, or press POWER. 

Karaoke 

When a microphone is piugged into MIC 1 or MIC 2, the 
system mixes the microphone output with recorded music 
from CDs or CDGs. Rotate MIC VOLUME to a comfortable 
listening level, and AUTO VOICE for the best balance 
between playback and microphone levels. 

Rotate ECHO to add depth and richness to vocals. 

Singing Along With A CD/CDG 

1 . Press POWER to turn on the system. The POWER 
indicator turns on. 

2. Load a CD/CDG in the CD compartment. 

3. Set AUTO VOICE to the desired position, to enjoy both 
the music and original singer’s voice. Whenever you 
sing along, the original singer’s voice is cancelled. 

4. Press PLAY/PAUSE to start play. 

5. Adjust MASTER VOLUME to the desired level. 

6. Set the microphone’s ON/OFF switch to ON and rotate 
MIC VOLUME to adjust the microphone’s volume. 

7. Sing directly into the microphone along with the music. 

8. Adjust ECHO for the desired reverberation. 

9. When you finish, press STOP on the CD/CDG. Then 
press OPEN/CLOSE to open the compartment door and 
remove the CD. 

1 0. Set each microphone’s ON/OFF switch to OFF, then 
press POWER to turn off the system.

CD/CDG Care Tips 

Even though a compact disc is durabie, treat the CD surface 
with care. 

Do not write on either side of the CD, particuiariy the non- 
iabei side. (Signais are read from the non-iabei side.) 

Do not store CDs in high temperature or high humidity 
areas. They might warp. 

Keep CDs dry. A water drop can act as a iens and affect the 
iaser beam’s focus. 

Aiways handie a CD by the edges to avoid fingerprints. 
Aiways keep it in its protective case or sleeve when it is not 
in use. Fingerprints and scratches on the CDs surface can 
prevent the laser beam from correctly reading the digital 
information. If the CD gets scratched, use RadioShack 
Scratch ‘n Fix to repair the disc.

If your karaoke is not performing as it should, take it to your 
local RadioShack store for assistance. Modifying or 
tampering with the karaoke's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty and 
void your FCC authorization to operate it.
